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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-37 are pending as originally filed. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-20 and 35, drawn to support element, classified in class 312, 
subclass 209. 

II. Claims 21-19, drawn to integrated module, classified in class 210, 
subclass 321.71. 

III. Claim 36, drawn to combination of support and integrated module, 
classified in class 21 0, subclass 321 .71 . 

IV. Claims 30-34 and 37, drawn to method of making integrated module 
assembly, classified in class 156, subclass 293. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations "support" and "integrated 
module" have separate utility such as support can be used for supporting other filter 
elements or modules; the integrated module for dialysis of the present invention can be 
supported by other support means. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and III or I and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as 
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claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
integrated module does not require the specific support to function, or the specific 
integrated module because other types of filters can be used for fluid process. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as supporting other filter elements. 

Inventions III and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be assembled by 
other methods as applying Velcro or by clamping with screws. 

Other combinations are unrelated to one another. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
